There were alto- 
gether 15900 ‘students, mostly 
women, of: whom 14,207 have 
graduated. |. 


During the’ second stage, 201 
schools and 338 _ clusses. were 
established with 15,088 students. 


Chungking has a total of 150,000 
iMiterates, of whom 15,015 havo al- 
rendy been educated Jn 701 free 
schools during the first two stages. 
The imass education programme is 
now entering its third stage. 

In Kwelchow, — the provinclal 
capitul, Kwelyang, has 60,000 {litera 
tes. At present, 6,100 of them are 
educated In 122 classes, ; 

In Yunnan, the programme was 
started In Kunming last winter, So
